NEW YORK, April 29.—When the An- 
chor Line steamship Columbia, from 
Glasgow and Moville, was about 200 mi'es 
southeast of Cape Race last Saturday 
noon a large American eagle was seen 
bearing toward the ship.

to the sanitarium it was stated that he 
had merely been overworked and that 
in a short time he would be all right.

Gov. Little suffered a complete col- 
lapse three days after taking the oath 
of office. He was then removed to his 
hom at Greenwood in Sebastian County. 
Later he was.femoved to Corpus Christi, 
Tex., and has since been at the gulf 
city. Throughout the five months 
legislative session not a member of 
either legislative body has ever shown 
a letter in the handwri.ng of Gov. 
Little. 

All the news that has been received 
has been through the press reports or 
through his son and private secretary, 
Paul Little, who Has visited him twice 
during this time. These have for a 
period of five months contained the 
same information. “The Governor. is 
improving rapidly is the substance of 
a brief item that has appeared in every 
paper in the State daily and weekly for 
four months.

Evansville Police Seek Guy 
Prescott, Charged With 
Brutal Assault. 





VICTIM LIVED FIVE WEEKS 





She Was Beaten Insensible and 
Cast Into Vault, Rifled 
of $210. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

EVASNVILLE, Ind., April 29.—The lo- 
cal police have sent out pictures of Guy 
Prescott, wanted in connection with the 
murder of Miss Josie Gray of this city. 
Prescott was seen in Los Angeles, Cal., 
on April 3 by a former citizen of Ev- 
ansville, but nothing has been heard 


from him since. 

Mies Gray was bookkeeper for a fur- 
niture store in this city. Six weeks ago 
last Saturday night she worked later 


than usual, and some time before mid- 
right she was assaulted, beaten into in- 
sensibility, and locked in the big vault. 
The vault was robbed of about $210. 

It is known that Prescott, who was a 
porter at the store, was in the store 
as late as 11 o’clock on the night of 
the assault. He stated to the police 
that he was relieved at the store at 
9 o’clock, that he returned to get his 
wheel, but for some reason failed to 
get it. He left home about noon on 
the day following the assault and has 
not since been seen in this city. 

Miss Gray, who was removed to a lo- 
cal hospital, lingered nearly five weeks, 
when she died. She was semi-conscious 
at times and her aged parents who were 
at the hospital most of the time during 
her illness, say she talked of “Guy” a 
great deal, and at one time when asked 
what “Guy” did, she said: ‘He said, 
‘give me that.’ ”’ 

Prescott had been emploed as porter 
at the store for several years and had 
the confidence of his employers. Since 
his disappearance his little child has 
died and his wife is almost prostrated. 

The county and city each has offered 
$200 for the arrest and conviction of 
Prescott and a local newspaper has 
raised nearly $150 by popular subscrip- 
tion as a reward to be paid to the of- 
ficer arresting. Prescott. Prescott’s 
father is one of the best known men of 
Evansville and bears a splendid reputa- 
tion. Miss Gray was about 35 years old 
and the only daughter of a retired Meth- 
odist minister of this city, who moved 
here several years ago from Elberfeld, 
Ind. Miss Gray was prominent in 
church and Sunday School work.

from the station. They were sure they 
had the building surrounded and aill 
means of exit guarded.

A. J. Christman of 4613 Easton ave- 
nue, next door to the store on the west 
side, heard glass shattered Sunday night 
and looked out of his second-story win- 
dow.

For their encouragement it is pointed 
out that the men had opportunity to 
reach high ground when the rush of 
water came, and that the air in the 
heading will not be exhausted for a 
long time. By this time, however, the 
men must be suffering from hunger. 
Eight pumps are at work. now, and the 
flow of water from the mine makes a 
continuous torrent.

N spite of the disdainful and patri- 
| cian expressions on the canine 
countenances at a modern dog 


show, indicative of countless genera- 
tions of social supremacy in the animal 
kingdom; the actual! origin of the dog is 
more completely shrouded in obscurity 
than that of any of the domestic ani- 
mals. Naturalists are still wrangling 
over his parent stock, arguil that it is 
almost impossible for the 1% known va- 
rieties to be all descended from one’ 
kind, whatever it might have been. The 
world of dog lovers is only indebted to 
America for the production of two new 
species. 

Best known of these two is the Boston 
terrier, the little round-headed, brindled 
bull terrier, which is good for only or- 
namentation. A little over 3 years 
ago Robert C. Hoo om 09 of Boston 
chased a nonedescript little dog from 
William O'Brien, par of Boston. The 
newcomer was a half-breed bull and 
terrier, of the nighting type, dark brin- 
die in color, with a blazed face. With 
this material Mr. Hooper went to work 
to produce a new type, and by adding 
a golder color, a milder lip and regu- 
lating the marking on the ‘head, he at 
last produced the “‘Boston terrier.” This 
breed is altogether American, but ft has 
only been admitted to the shows durin 
the past ten years. For a long time it 
was scornfully referred to by the own- 
ers of the purer breed as “that little 
bullet-headed pup from Massachusetts.”’ 
Whether from patriotism or genuine ap- 
preciation, the Boston terrier is now 
the most popular dog in America, ex-

Usually, when the best man of the enemy (him- 
self in quest of more “kudos”) stood out between 
the lines and shook his far-flying spear as an in- 
vitation to the best man on the other side to step 
forward and take what was coming to them, a 
brief consultation was held and the vest man 
was picked out to meet him. If this best man, so 
selected as an “authorized representative,” hap- 
pened to get a lance driven through him, a ter- 
rific struggle at once followed for possession of 
his remains, in which all concerned acquired 
fame as far as they survived. If, however, some 
small man, who did not wait to be_ selected, 
“sought notoriety” by rushing out between the 
lines on his own account and was killed, his 
remains were left “a prey for dogs and all birds,” 
so that he would have no “kudos.” 

Fame and incidentals were the rewards of all 
authorized heroes. When they secured it in the 
regular way, the best men who fought between 
the lines on both sides sometimes exchanged belts 
and swords afterwards and ruled over the rest in 
peace because they had made each other famous, 
while the fighting was on hand. This, in fact, 
was generally the real purpose of the fighting, 
from beginning to end. 

As a matter of anthropology, this has been go- 
ing on, in one way or another, from century to 
century, until we have this modern gape, 
of an unauthorized champion who rushes out be 
tween the lines and secures what was not properly 
coming to him, but to some authorized represen- 
tative who would have used the fame secured thus 
for authorized purposes of publicity and not for 
advertising the breakfast food he carries as an 
unauthorized side line.

ST. LOUIS POPULATION. 

The police count of the population of St. Louis 
will either show it over the 700,000 mark or else 
show that the Federal census of 1900 was not a 
genuine count, but such a mere “expert” estimate 
as, the Census Bureau gives out during the “off 
years” or in campaign years. 

If we were disposed to quarrel with the Census 
Bureau, we might begin by thanking it for the 
favors it distributed just before a congressionil 
election to St. Louis and all other manufacturing 
cities in reach of doubtful congressional districts. 
But St. Louis deserved all it got and it is not dis- 
posed to quarrel with the Census Bureau. 

It does not need to quarrel. Besides, the rap- 
idly growing population the city has inside its 
limits, it has population enough for another great 
city within ten miles of its limits. This is St. 
Louis population. It makes St. Louis business 
and depends on it. So does the population within 
twenty miles, fifty miles, a hundred miles of the 
business center of the city. It is St. Louis pop- 
ulation, constantly making business for the city 
and depending on the city for business. ? 
This is true of the population when the circle 
is extended to two hundred, three hundred and 
five hundred miles, over a country now growing 
so fast that the only difficulty of realizing great- 
ness lies in keeping up with it. Al! are making

Ballooning in St. Louis as the center of balloon 
activities for the coming year, was successfully 
inaugurated by the ascension of Alan R. Hawley, 
who will pilot the balloon of the St. Louis Aero 
Club in the races next fall. Mr. Hawley made 
the start under conditions which came near re- 
sulting in disaster, but which his presence of 
mind and quickness averted. He traveled 65 


‘miles in a couple of hours and alighted safely near 


Carrollton, Tl. 

On the first day when wind conditions promise 
a swift voyage eastward, Mr. J. C. McCoy of the 
Aero Club of America, with Capt. C. D. Chandler 
of the United States Army Signal Corps, will try 
to beat the record of Lieut. Lahm and win the 
Lahm cup. It will be necessary to go something 


over 402 miles, which js the record made by Lieut. 


Lahm in the Paris race. During the summer ane 
early>autumn there will be many preliminary 

ascensions in preparation for the great ‘race for 

the Bennett cup in October.

Knocks Christian Scien¢e. 


Dr. Charles H. Wallace of St. Jos- 
eph, president of the Missouri! State 
Medical Association, during the course 
of an address on the “Debt of Mis- 
souri to His Example and Memory,” 
made a vigorous attack on Christian 
Sctence and declared that it was the 
delusion of the Twentieth Century. 
Dr. Wallace was speaking of the great 
benefit that Hodgen had been to the 
human race by his great skiM and 
learning. 

“I cannot refrain from contrasting 
with him that other leader of a new 
faith,”” said Dr. Wallace. “I refer to 
Mrs. Mary Baker Eddy. At the feet 
of this goddess of a new faith wor- 
ships an ignorant multitude. I look 
back at the suffering, at the vacant 
chairs around the firesides of the co- 
horts that follow her, and think of the 
empty trundle beds that have been 
caused by following blindly this leader 
of the new faith. sThis is the delusion 
of the twentieth century that stalks 
abroad in the land tn the name of 
Christian Science. It belongs to the 
age of darkness and superstition. It 
is a faith that holds out a hope to 
the weary invalid that vanishes like 
the mirage on the desert. 


“What a difference between this new 
leader and John T. Hodgen! He was 
the genius of the rofession which 
reaches forward its skillful hands and 
fans back to the blue the flickering 
embers of the life that is. passing. 
Hodgen is entitled to the praise of the 
medical profession which = stretches 
forth its great arn and stops the rav- 
ages of plague and disease. He was 
truly one of the great men of his 
a aad 


n speaking of Dr. Hodgen’s worth-as 
a citizen Attorney charles Nagel made 
@ masterly address. He said that it 
Was rare that such forces of mind and 
fundamental principles of character 
were united in one man. He said that 
ordinarily a man’s features proclaim 
his avocation. 

Was a Universal Man. 

“Recalling his countenance,” Mr. 
Nagel said, ‘“‘no man could tell by it 
what language he spoke. He was a uni- 
versal man, not too great for any pro- 
fession, but great enough for any to 
make it redound to the benefit of the 
human race. He might have been a 
teacher, lawyer, inventor or a states- 
man—in a sense he was all of these. 

“With him to adopt one profession 
meant the adoption of them all. I re- 
call that on the witness stand he was 
a monument to the fundamental rules 
of justice, wholesome in restraint on 
too eager counsel, and an aid to the 
Court and jury in reaching a just ver- 
dict. Every other profession felt the 
loss of Dr. Hodgen when he died. He 
knew but one profession, and to him all 
others were tributary or subordinate. 

“John T. Hodgen was essentially an 
American citizen. In these days we 
seem to fee] that we need things rather 
than to do things. It was not so with 
Hodgen. His practice and_ influence 
came to him by reason of what he had 
done. In éverything he did there was 
the all-pervading influence of the citi- 
zen and the man. 

“He and Lincoln were born In almost 
the same spot. This must have been 
well-nigh hallowed ground to send forth 
two such men to give hope, truth and 
inspiration to self-government. Each at- 
tained great eminence in his particular 
sphere, and yet continued to be one of 
the great mass of American people. 

Was Beloved by His Pupti«. 

Dr. Henry C. Fatrbrother of East St. 
Louls, who spoke of his power and in- 
fluence over hie classes, referred to Dr, 
Hodgen as the George Washington of 
the medical profession. His portrait, Dr. 
Fairbrother said, more than that of any 
other man, has a place in the offices 
of physicians. Dr. Fairbrother de- 
acri is work as a teacher, the in- 
terest he took in every student and 
the reverence they had for him. He said 
that every body in Dr. Hodgen’s classes 
earried a knife exactly like the one used 
by their preceptor if they had the 
money to buy it. 

Dr. Le Grand Atwood of Ferguson,

Was Valuable to Humanity. 

Dr. Atwood said that Hodgen bare-

He recalled 
Dr. Hodgen’s first lecture, after he 
had been made demonstrator of an- 
atomy in the university, and said that 
it was instructive and explicit to the 
last degree. In speaking of Dr. Hod- 
gen's attentions to his wife Dr. At- 
wood said that it was his custom on 
leaving each morning for his work 
to caress her and lay a $10 bill by 
the side of her plate. 

In his earlier days, however, Dr. 
Atwood said that Dr. Hodgen had to 
face the direst poverty. After Dr. 
Hodgen had been made demonstrator 
of anatomy he tendered his resigna- 
tion because, he said, he could not 
make a living for himself and wife. 
He had made up his mind to go to the 
country to practice. 

It was then, Dr. Atwood said, that 
Dr. Frazier offered to take Hodgen in 
as a partner and give him, the first 
year, one-third the receipts, and the 
next year, one-half. The first year, 
under this arrangement, the two phy- 
sicians collected $13,000, of which Dr. 
Hodgen got one-third. After that 
their practice greatly increased and 
Dr. Hodgen rose to affluence. 

“His death was the saddest blow St. 
Louis ever received,” said Dr. Atwood. 
‘“‘He was indeed the leading citizen, and 
his place has never since been filled. 
He was the noblest and best of men, 
and I shall cherish his memory as long 
as my memory serves me.”’ 

Dr. C. D. Stevens, secretary of the 
Committee on Arrangements, read let- 
ters from many physicians who were 
invited to attend, but cduld not be 
there. The memorial addresses will be 
published and distributed among the 
ph¥sicians and friends of Dr. Hodgen. 

Sunday was the twenty-fifth anni- 
versary of Dr. Hodgen’s death. He was 
57 years old when he died. He was born 
in Hodgenville, Ky., moved with his par- 
ents to Pittsfield, Ill., and in his twenti- 
eth year entered the Medical Depart- 
ment of the Missouri/ University. He 
raduated in 1848, and practiced in St. 
zouis until his death. He atained great 
eminence as a physician and surgeon, 
was president of the American Medical 
Association in 1880, and at the time of 
his death was regarded as the first cit- 
izen of the city. He made many valu- 
able discoveries and contributions to 
medical science and literature.

Use of Overhead Cables Ceases 
With Western Union Of- 
fice Removal. 








HAS BURIED 1750 MILES 





{Real “Underground District” 


Now Established for the 
First Time. 


The end of overhead wires in the ‘‘un- 
derground district’ of downtown St. 
Louis came gt 12:01 a. m. Monday, when 
the Western Union Telegraph Co. 
stopped sending messages over its pole 
system and began flashing the Morse 
code through its completed conduits be- 
neath the streets. 

The unsightly aspect @f the old over- 
head system will begin to disappear 
within the next two days, the Western 
Union having notified the Supervisor of 
City Lighting that the ax will start its 
harvest of telegraph wires and poles. 
The choppers will probably start close 
to the old quarters of the telegraph 
corporation, on Pine street, near Fourth. 

Installation of the operating offiges 
of the telegraph company in the new 
quarters in the Commercial Building 
last Saturday created an actual under- 
ground district, giving St. Louis free- 
dom from overhead wires between and 
including the shore of the river to and 
including Twenty-second street, and 
Wash to Spruce streets, inclusive. The 
last burial of wires caused the West- 
ern Union to put out of sight 1750 miles 
of metalic cables. 

The only exceptions to this burial are 
the trolley wires and district telegraph 
and call-box wires. These wires are 
exempt, as it has been held by the street 
car companies that no system has been 
invented which makes it possible to run 
its cars on an underground wire. Such 
a system, however, is in use on Broad- 
way, New York. The other wires are 
exempted for the reason that they are 
not strung on poles, but are carried over 
the roofs of buildings and convey only 
a low-tension current. 

Freer Than Other Cities, 

When the Western Union shall have 
completed the work of chopping down 
its les, St. Louis will be freer of 
overhead wires than any other. munici- 
pality in the country. It is not neces- 
sary to obtain an order requiring the 
company to remove the poles, as. this 
work is mandatory under the regula- 
tions attending the underground district. 

The fight to put the wires under- 
ground in St. Louis began in 1890. 
President O'Reilly of the Board of 
Public Improvements was then Su- 
pervisor of City Lightime. At that 
time the vicinity of the Western Un- 
ion’s old quarters on Pine street was 
overshadowed by the greatest mass 
of overhead wires in the city. 

No ordinance compelling burial of 
the wires could be put through the 
Municipal Assembly until 1896, the 
year of the cyclone, when imense 
damage, resulting from the falling of 
wires carrying high voltage, demon- 
Strated the danger of wires strung 
Overhead. There was such a demand 
for removal of the wires that an or- 
dinance was passed by the Assembly. 
Since that event the telegraph, tele- 
phone and electric light corporations 
have been removing their overhead 
Systems. The Western Union is the 
last of the great public service cor- 
porations to comply with this law.

row. The corporations are still fight- 
ing desperately, but they have ve 
crowded to the ropes and are now plead- 
ing compromise. With $250,000,000 capi- 
an ake ete Oe have not yet 
ope that they can whi 
Be og ae line. i Bers 
er realizing the futility of ttin 
through a bill providing for a’ State 
commission to establish rates, the cor- 
porations demanded an elaborate court 
review clause that would tie up a rate 
reduction ordinance in endless litiga- 
tion, But they were forced to abandon 
the sort of court review suggested and 
now they are insisting that the munic- 
ipal assemblies appoint a commission to 
determine what rate shall be fixed by 
the Assembly. In support of this com- 
mission idea the lobby advances the ar- 
gument that the municipal assemblies 
are wholly incompetent to determine 
what is a reasonable and what an un- 
reasonable rate. 

It is pointed out that the Legislature 
can answer this question without seek- 
ing to look further than the regular ses- 
sion. There was no commission appoint- 
ed by,the General Assembly to deter- 
mine whether it was just for the rail- 
roads to make a reduction in freight and 
passenger rates approximating about W 
per cent. 


Party Suecees at Stake. 

On freight business aione the maxi- 
mum freight rate law will coat the rail- 
roads about $2,000,000 a year. Their 
losses on passenger business is esti- 


mated at $1,000,000. How was this cut- 
rate determined? It was not the out- 
growth of a commission's investigation, 
but rather the figures gathered by the 
various committees having these bilis 
in charge, which showed the earnin 
of the companies, the amount of their 
capital, theif watered stock and inflated 
bonds, and it was all so simple that 
the legislators had no difficulty arriv- 
ing at a definite conclusions as to what 
should be the future maximum freight 
and passenger charges on railroads -in 
this State. 

The telephone dmpanies say: “We 
are ruled by Sono tion. The Legis- 
lature has business to say what we 
shall charge.”” But to this answer is 
made that there are six railroad sys- 
tems in Missouri in direct competition 
on business between St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City and only two telephone lines. 

Democrats feel that the enabling act— 
a genuine enabling act—must be passed 
or the extra session will cost their party 
the loss of Missouri in the next general 
election. With defeat in the State they 
would sacrifice a Governor and United 
States Senator. For this reason they 
are now endeavoring to convince the Bt. 
Louis and Kansas vity members that 
the $100,000 extra session must bring the 
big corporations into subjection or the 

arty in the rural districts as well as 
n the cities will be ruined. 

The Republicans are looking on com- 
placently, but they are not worrying. 
They make it appear that this Is a 
Democratic serap, although it is be- 
lieved a majority of them will fall into 
line when the rolicall is taken. A me- 
jority of the St. Louis delegation ap- 
pears to be manifesting more interest 
in the cause of the brewerles and dis- 
tillertes who are affected by pending 
legislation than they are in the prop- 
osition to assure St. Louis cheaper gas, 
cheaper electricity, cheaper telephone 
service, cheaper heat and cheaper tele- 
phones. | 

The Democratic members, Maroney, 
McDermott and Lucks, have turned a 
deaf ear to the appeals of their Dem- 
ocratic brethren. They voted against 
the enabiing act before and are threat- 
ening to do so again. Maroney is an 
ex-saloon keeper, who had his license 
revoked “or violation of the dramshop 
laws. McDermott is an ex-employe of 
a St. Louis brewery and Lucks oper- 
atee a thirst-quenchbing parlor at Twen- 
ty-second and Division streets. This 
trio is opposing dramshop legislation 
and yet in the face of their efforts to 
obtain a modified excise bill or a bill 
that will not cause further trouble 
for the liquor interests they are an- 
tagonizing Gov.

Stance of the conclusions reached hy

1. That the giving or receiving of a 
rebate or concession whereby property 
in interstate or foreign commeree is 
| transported at a less rate than that 
legally filed and published, is a viola- 
' tion of the Elkins act, and is a continu- 
ous crime adjudicable in any court of 
the United States having jurisdiction of 
erimes through whose district the trans- 
| portation is conducted, 

Rates Must Be Published. 

2. The rates of transportation from 
places in the United States to ports 
of transshipment and from ports of en- 
try to place in the United States of 
property in foreign commerce, carried 
under through bills of lading, are re- 
quired to be filed and published by the 
amended interstate commerce act of 
1887. If carried under an aggregate 
through rate, which is the sum of the 
ocean rate and the rate from or to a

peer of transshipment or of entry, 
ihe tter rate is- required to be filed 
and published. If carried under a joint 
through rate by virtue of a common 
control, management or arrangement of 
the inland and ocean carriers, the joint

3. The giving or recelving of the 
rebate or concession whereby prop- 
erty in interstate or foreign com- 
merce is transported at less than the 
established rate, is the essence of the 
offense pertinently de ‘nounced by the 
Elkins act.

Mrs. McAfee is particularly alarmed 
because her ge gy photograph, 
being nearly full size, oses almost 
his entire person to soled ilef. 

If the “conjure doctor’ is an amateur, 
or has some mercy, he may end the 
agony at once and cause the janitor's 
instantaneous dissolution by thrusting 
a pin through the picture’s heart.
